Ask for WPA Funds 
For ‘‘Pay as You 
Go” Plan 


Taking a step toward completion 
of Albany High School from “cel- 
lar to roof,” the Albany Unified 
School District Board of Education 
last night unanimously voted to 
forward application to WPA. au- 
thorities asking for a grant to aid 
construction of the proposed “final 
unit.” 





Under the proposal made by 
Walter Teasdale before the Board 
the sum of $150,000 is expected to 
be necessary for the completed 
project. Forty-five per cent, of 
$67,500 of the amount, it was said, 
will be furnished through the pro- 
jected WPA grant, while the re- 
maining 55 per cent will be rais- 
ed through a bond issue. 

Plans, board members said, are 
now being drawn by Dragon and 
Schmidt, architects, which will call 
for library, theatre, gymnasium 
and music room to be included in 
the unit. 

The fourth unit of the school, 
now under construction, was re- 
cently begun under a similar plan 
as may be used in construction of 
the Afth unit.
